neath the sanctuary of St. Peter'e, Phila- 
delphia. The body did not decay for 
ten months after burial. On August 25, 
1SGS, .Elizabeth O. Driecoll lost her voice. 
Physicians treated her •without success. 
February 1,1869, she received holy com- 
munion in St. Peter's, and while kneel- 
ing at the grave of the dead bishop she 
articulated his name and from that time 
her power oj speech was wholly regained. 
Mary Hannekes, aged 13 years, after be- 
ing treated six months by oculists, re- 
gained her eight after nine days' devotion 
at tbo tomb. To tbe prelate also has been 
ascribed the gift of prophecy. All tbeae 
alleged miracles are to be made tbe basis 
Cor the petition to the holy see, praying 
that the late lamented American biehop 
be canonized as a saint.

Gossip About Rim and Others 'Wfco H»v« 
l*reilctad Over the Houie. 


Mr Carlisle is now entering upon his 


third tern as Speaker, and when ho ha» 
completed It Kentucky will have had the 
Speakcrrtiip twenty-three years, writdi tfc» 
Washington correspondent ol tha Denver 
(CoL) StpuSUem. New York has cot had. 
a Speaker sine* the • days ol John Quinsy 
Adams, when John. W. Taylor closed his 
term, and she has be«a represented only 
three years in the Spsaker's chair since tbe 
beginiinK of our Gov«rnmcnt. Kentucky, 
leads the other States of tha TJnion Si J 
furnisher of Speakers of Congress, ana 
Virginia comes next with Just about two- 
thirds tha period of service, or fourteen 
years. Pennsylvania has held the Speaker- 
ship eleven years, Hassaehujetta ten y«ars, 
Indiana eight years, Maine, North, Carolina 
and Naw Jorsey six years, Ohio four years, 
aad Georgia, when Howell Cobb wai 
Speaker, two. 
Henry Clay is the only raan to our history 


who has sat more than eight years in tho 
Speaker's chair. Eo presided over the House 
lor twelve years, and was elected Speaker 
at tho ago ot thirty-lour, and during his 
first term in tho Houso of Representatives. 
Ho did not coniino himself to his duties 
as a presiding officer, but took a leading 
part in debate on almost all important oc- 
casions. 
Tho first Speaker of the Houso o£ Repre- 


sentatives was Frederick A, Muhlenherg, a 
Lutheran preacher of Philadelphia, whoso 
statue now stands In tho Statuary Hall, in 
the Capitol. It is a life-size figure of white 
marble, bearing an oileminatc face and 
dress in knee breeches, with the legs so ad- 
justed that the whola looks like an. Instan- 
taneous photograph of a pedestrian in ac- 
tion. "When Muhlenberg was elected tho 
seat of Oovernrnaat was in New York. Tho 
President, Georffe 'Washington, hud been 
takon from Virginia, and Massachusetts had 
been given tho Vice-Presidency in John 
Adams. Tho Speakership naturally fell to 
Pennsylvania, and Jluhlenhorg, who had. 
been Speaker of the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture, was chosen.
